SHELTON FALL ENROLLMENT 
APPROACHES RECORD 7000 

STUDENTS 

Shelton State President Rick Rogers 
announced the college's final 
projected fall enrollment figures. 
Approximately 6,83 1 students will be 
enrolled at the college this fall, setting a record of 
growth for Shelton State Community College. 

This is a 15% increase over last fall's 
enrollment figures and is a substantial increase in 
both the college's academic and technical programs. 
This is the fourth consecutive increase in enrollment 
Shelton State has experienced over the past 18 
months. 

Statewide the enrollment trend is for a 
moderate increase in community colleges, according 
to Rogers. Most two-year colleges in the state are 
experiencing a two - three percent increase. 
Shelton' s numbers are significantly higher. 

"We believe there are a number of reasons 
for the increase in the number of students attending 
Shelton State Community College. This past year 
we have placed a renewed emphasis on our 
relationships with local high schools. We also 
believe this growth is due to the outstanding 
reputation of our faculty and staff," Rogers added.
